Contractor Kelly has Inrgely Inoresssd
the geoyg of non-unlon ey which he
pot th work on Thlrd avenue lust Tuoes-
ay.

The work Is being pushed rapidly,
and  genernl satisfaction is expressod
with fta guality. Several union men
hnve gone to Mr. Kelly's foroman and
nskadl thut they be allowisd to take whs
places of the nou-unlon men in relaying
the old blocks. They were jnformed
that under no clronmstances wonld they
be nllowed to returo. This direct re
fusal bns greatly disbeartensd the
sirikers.

I'lio othior contractors are also hurry-
Ing thelr work nlong. By next waak, {t
is stated, all the jobs which are now
stoppied will be resuimed with bl gaugs
of pon-union men whom the coatraclors
will Imiport into the cloy

Miuch apprebiension ls entertaindd us
reggarda the rosult of this new move on
the part of uhe contractors vo the Nu-
tional Paving Cutters' Uulon. The pav
ers meknowledge that oniractors
bave in tlis respect completely out-
witted them: They say that they will
not abandan the fight, kowever, sad are
catilldeus they will win o the end.
